The Eautcrn iniein.Mice bronchi to us last 
evt ninu by H. M. S Devastation i»up to thi< 
6thiii»l Full detail* are given of the recent 
atmck ou Petursiiurg, after ihu explosion ul 
ttiu Con fed urate roiian. The attack, it would 
seem, mm hadly managed, the truopa i.ocutn- 
ini! tlcnioializ.'d *hen ulmn.-t in poj«H»sioti of 
the cuveled height* wliiuli commitiid l he city. 
Tlio old fei;r of Ilia •' miriu," which lm* bern 
Ihn most fertile uit'alor ol panics, had its 
client on the colored l roups, wt.o were in the 
advance, Hiid baric they cutito pell-mell, driv- 
ini> everything into contusion. At thi.« junc- 
ture, the Confederates poured in a destructive 
fire, and I lie Federals were obliged to relin- 
quish the posi ion they had obtained, having 
lost in the attack 2 600 men. The Southern 
troops acknowledge a loss ol 3 u00, ouuaed 
principally by the explosion and the dreadlul 
fire which immediately followed from the 120 
Federal guns. 

From .Sherman's command thera is intelli- 
gence of a soriuns disaster which happened 
the raiding party under Gefleral MoCook. 
After destroying about eighteen miles of the 
Mucon railway, and otherwise doing con- 
siderable damage to Hood's communications, 
McCouk was attacked by a superior force 
under tho Confederate General Random, and 
lust a large portion of hit command. Rumors 
were current that reinforcements had reached 
Allantu from Beauregard's army and from 
Mobile, which, if true, may retard Shednan'i 
progress very .naterialiy. HooJ, however if 
we may judge of his. recent lighting, 
19 not disponed to value his men 
very highly, and it is just possible 
that his rashness will more than counterba- 
lance tlie guin of obiuniing reinforcements. 
His recent losses, if the despatches ore any- 
thing near tho mark, have been extravagantly 
severe. The forwarding ol troop* horn Mo- 
bile to Atlanta may probably precipitate the 
long talked ul Federal attack on the former 
ciiy — the number of (Jonfederate troops within 
its limits now btiug but two brigades. 

From Hie Shenandoah and along the Peon- 
•ylvania nnd Maryland borders, the account? 
from ihe raiders show that they are still in 
numbers large enough to harrass their Nor- 
thern enemy. Soma engagemei Is had been 
won by one side, and offset by victories on 
another; but it is evident that the Southern 
troops will manage lo gel the harvest of the 
Shenandoah v.illey. There is but little fresh 
news (nun Grant's uriny beyond the rep rt 
of Meude beinsj superseded. On the whu e, 
the' intelligence rather favors ihe South, and 
would indicate that a ■me important and fie*h 
C> mhinatinriN are in course ol operation on 
both sides.

It is with feelings of extreme, pain tint we 
have) to record Ihe deulli o[ Chntlea James 
Hughes, Esq., the recently appointed Magic 
trala for Sooke District. Mr. Hughe? 
breathed his last at Kberhnrdt'a Hotel, Lane,- 
ley street, at nbout 10 minutes to 10 last 
night. The circumstances connected with 
this melancholy event may be briefly stated 
us follows :' 

Mr. Hughes loft Victoria on Tuesday 
afternoon, by tho Alexandra, for Sooke Inlet, 
where ha rcinuiued that night. Yesterday 
forenoon he occupied the urenter portion of 
hia time in writing, in .Messrs. Klliolt <t 
Stuart's temporary store. This chcum- 
6tance created ua suspicion ns lie was sup- 
posed to be framing sumo ofihrial report. 

About midday ho took out his revolver, and 
Turner, tho resident constable, loaded it lor 
him. Shortly afterwards Mr. lluglieri who 
complained of feeling unwell sdd he 
would lake a stroll to itspect this pro- 
pn-'Msed town site and try his re- 
volver. Up to this period nothing 
peculiar or irrational hud been observed in 
his demeanor. Tho only circumstance lhat 
attracted any ntleulion whatever was that 
the deceased hold his hand over lhe> manu- 
script upon which lie was engaged whenever 
any person approached near enough to 
decipher it. It would appear thai he I hen 
lei l Messrs. Elliott & Co 's store unubserred, 
and proceeded about 300 yards on a Iruil 
which leads from Thompson'* landil g to 
Muir's mill, and nothint! morn «h» known 
until hi' wasdnscovured l)ing bleeding on the 
ground by Mr. F iley and another man nsmed 
Hughe!-, who happened to be puReinjr.
